The cold war between Soviet 
Russia and the democracies had 
its genesis in ideology—aggres- 
sive Communism bent on world 
conquest—but its oulcome is 
going to be determined by eco- 
nomic factors. 

Military power will play an 
important part, but that is based 
on economic well-being, As for 
ideology, man is given to think- 
ing with his stomact, His ideo- 
logical leanings are likely to be 
decisively influenced by the 
amount of food available for his 
family. 

That is the significance of the 
Marshal] plan, and it dominates 
the whole crisis, The task of be 
democracies is to hold the pres- 
ent “military front” through 
Central Europe to give the Mar- 


shall plan time to put western 
Europe on its feet economically. 

Actually the three major de 
mocracies in Germany Britain, 
the United States and France, 
haven't anything like as great 
military strength In the field as 
has Russia, However, the poten- 
tial striking-power which the 
democracies could develop is 
greeter then that which the 


Soviet could produce in the same 
length of time. So we have a 
“cold” war instead of a “hot” one 

The task of the democracies, 
therefore, ig to hold along the 
so-called Stettin-Adriatic “battle 
line” across Europe while the 
Marshall plan does its job 

There are many obstacles to be 
overcome, Among these ig the 
natural fear in Paris that the 
rebirth of a strong Germany will 
again endanger France. However, 
safeguards for France will have 
to be worked out, since there is 
no question that an economically- 
strong Germany lis essential to 
European recovery, 

Another snag has been struck 
in Western Germany itself, The 
German leaders dislike’ the 
British-American-French idea of 
forming a government for the 
three zones occupied by Britain, 
America and France 

Still] the allies have been going 
ahead with the prospect, since 
the belief of their economic ex- 
perts is that there must be a co- 
ordination of the three areas in 
order to achieve politico-economie
